Scallops Are Fine New. 

Fried scallops are usually the only 
choice on the average bill of fare, not- 
withstanding the fact that there are 
many delightful ways of preparing 
these little. shellish. Tue following 
may reveal some of their possibilities 
to the housewife who is seeking new 
ways. 

To one pint of scallops (washed and 
drained) use two tablespoonfuls-of but-
